Oen. MeigR, in response to certain {nqair- 
ies of the Senate comonittee for investigaing 
the fraud* in the charterint; of transports, 
gave Li.s opinion respecting the doty of tab- 
ordinate officers to obejr illegal ordera, which 
we here append: 

'I should add that in my opinion neither 
the Secretary, Preaidant, or any other officer, 
can legally compel • aobordinate officer to 
obey illegal orders. The obligation of obe- 
dience is obedience of law ful orders of a su- 
perior, in the military is in the civil service. 

* * * m * * m 
The Supreme Cinrt has decided that a mili- 
tary officer cannot justify himself for cnm- 
raitting any uolawlai act hv pleading the 
command of his aoperior officer.' 

The circnmataoeos elieitiog thia opinion 
from the General were the inqairiea pro- 
poaed by the committee as to his having in 
obedience to the order* of the Secretary of 
War, transferred busineaa properly boloncring 
to the Qnarterm:»ster'8 D?p»rtmeiit to John 
I'ncker, Assistant Secretary of Wnr. While, 
as can be readily seen from the General's 
letter, be bad grave doubts of the right of 
the Secretary to order snch a transfer, the 
Oeoeral waived the question of the lawfol- 
oeas of the order and obeved it. Whether 
he did right or wrung in so doing ia not onr 
present purpose to inquire. We wiah to get 
at the correctnesa of Ibe opinion given as to 
the duty of sobordinates in obejing oalaw- 

fut orders. 

The Senate committee s^iy, with reference 
to the transfer of tbn tnii-ineas from the 
Quartermaster's Department to Tucker, thnt 
'it can Leitber be jiisii6ed upon princi[)le 
nor by iU results,' — thus plainly indorsing 
the opinion of Gen. Meigs. If a aubordinate 
oflker la under obligation to obey an aolaw- 
ful order, certainly Geo. Heiga eonld josti- 
fy the transfer upon principle. Here, then, 
we have the opiuif-n of one of :ho oldest 
< fficers in the service; ttie opinion of the 
Supreme Court; aijii li.e cpii.i.it: of ihe Sen- 
ate Investigatiii;.' C"mmiliee, a mujoriiy of 
whom were abolitionists with Senator 
Grimes at their bead, coinciding, that sub- 
ordinate officera are ubder no obligation to 
obey nnlawfal orders. In other words, an 
unlawful order is r.o order. 

The Legislature of Kentucky a few days 
since passed, with but one di.-»8enting voice, 
a resolution reqnosiing the restoration to the 
service of Col. John Mcllenry, who had 
been diaroiaaed for returning fugitive slaves 
to their owners. Ui8reg:m«nt w as infested 
with raaaway negroes, which he did not 
wish to be burdened; neither did be wiah 
the Government to be hardened with their 
support; nor d<d be wish to treat with eon- 
tempt Ihe laws of Kentucky which made 
tbe|barboring of them a criminal offence pun- 
ishable with 6ne and imprisonrnent. 

It is enough to say of Col. MciJenry, in 
this couLection, that there was not an officer 
in Kentucky who had made greater aacri- 
fioes for Ihe Union, who had a more bril- 
liant record, or whoee ehsraeter in poblic 
and private life had won greater or more 
deserved coDfideoco. He was dismissed, 
without s hesriog, to diagfaoe, from the 
service. 

In view of the indorsement of Geo. Meigs* 
opinion by the Senate committee, we say 
that the dismissal of Col. McHenry upon 
the gronnds assigned in the order for his 
diamisssl was a gross outrage upon a gallant 
«fic*r, and ac insult to the State of Ken- 
tucky — that he had not transgressed any ar- 
ticle of war or order iseoed by • aoperior of- 
ficer. 

The new article of war added in March 
luft a flagrant violatioii ot the constitu- 
tion and therefore void. Tlie construction 
placed upon that article by the President 
was unwarranted, and while C I. Mcllenry 
■night law full J disobey both the article and 
the President's oonstrvctien, he only dis- 
obeyed the last, consequently the allegations 
io the Older for his diamiasal wei a falss.

Rtaolvtd, That as representatives of a

during the past two years, or any portion of 
it, has been expended, with a detail of the 
objects for which the money has been used; 
and we protest against the extraordinary 
and uncalled for appropriation by the last 
extra session ot our Legislature, often thou- 
sand dollars to the Governor of this State, 
tahemaii hthtmin sasrsC. for any objeot he 
may see fit torexpend it.

From the Louisville Democrat. 
The Suppression ofthe Frankfort Con« 
veation. 

We can not but regret the snppreanon of 
thn attempted Convention at Fraaltfett.-^ 
Our readers know that we have no sympathy 
with their aupposed principles, having 
promptly warned tha publie of their probable 
intentions; but fbis act of military authority 
is a flagrant violation of the right of the citf- 
zens to peaceably assemble. Col. Gilbert 
seems to have proceeded upon the assump- 
tion that there were rebel spies in the Con- 
vention, and to have justified his procedure 
npon that ground. If the charge was true, 
it waa the duty of Colonel Gilbert to arreSt 
and try the suspected parties. Hia conpse 
io breaking np the Convention can have no 
justification. 

Tbe Legislature was in session. If thfh 
assembly was dangerous io the peace oftha 
State or the Union, a resolution cauld have 
been promptly passed requiring them to dis- 
perse. The Governor was at band. If nec- 
essary, his authority could have been exer- 
cised. The magistrates, all of known loy- 
alty, were within immediate call. If this 
was a treasonable or diaorderly aasembly, U 
was in their power, and it was their duty, to 
order that body to disperse. There was no - 
emergency calling for tbe'ixtraordfuaiy' au- 
thority of the military, and Colonel Gilbert 
has just gone far enough to show a con- 
sciousness that it was an usurpation, and not 
far enough to prove that it was necessitated 
by public danger. 

(Colonel Gilbert refers to the repudiation 
of the pflnciples of that party by the Dem- 
ocratio press of tbe State, and tbe refusal of 
tbe Legislature to allow them the use of the 
House, as a condemnation. It is true the 
press and Legislature believe their principles 
to be dangerous, but they never proposed to 
violate a law tliemselves. It certainly must 
have astonished both of these to learn that 
their opinions were used to justity the viola- 
tion of one of Uie most essentid rights, of 
civil liberty. 

It was the intention of the press to resist 
the course of this party by the opau and le- 
gitimate exercise of argument and persua- 
sion. They did not ask, and did not wish, 
the dangerous interposition of this authority. 
Colonel Gilbert, by his coiir:je, has changed 
the issue entirely, and placed these men ia 
the attitude of sufferers for the attempted 
exercise of an undoubted right — a right iu 
the support of which every free citizen is In- 
terested. The question is no longer whether 
a party that demands the immediate recog- 
nition of tbe independence of the Southern 
Confederacy shall prevail in the State, but 
whether snob and every military offilcer in 
tbe State haa a right to break up publio as- 
semblies? The question, is whether these 
men are entitled to the protection of the 
declaration of rights in the State Coristitu- 
tion? Tbe question is whether we have any 
State Government at a!l — whether the civil 
law ia superior to the'military — whether our 
lives and fortunes are held at the will of 
minor military authorities or not? 

If this poli'jy is to prevail, we are no long- 
er a free people under the protection of the 
laws, bote militarv despotism. We have not 
one, but many masters. Every district ia 
governed by a petty tyrant, who is at once 
the judge and executioner of his own edicts. 
Colonel Gilbert's motives may have been 
good, but wo have nothing to do with his 
motives. He had no more authority to do 
this act than be would have to march to tha 
State Capitol and disperse tbe Lngislature at 
tha point of the bayonet, and hia course is a 
tyrannical and indefensible violation oC a 
right that lies at the very foundation of re- 
publican freedom. 

If this is tbe manner ita which we are V% 
be governed, our elections are a mere farce. 
If a military officer is to be judge of the in- 
tentions of every public meeting, with tha 
power to disperse, the only choice the peo- 
ple can have is that of accepting whatever 
he may decree. It is folly to discuss whether 
we shall accept the emancipation scheme of 
Lincoln or not. We bad as well write and 
talk about the pivil government of the in- 
babitotits of the moott. *We are subjugated 
and crushed; our Leglllatare is sn empty, 
vaporing debating society; our Courts are 
mare mustang courts, without tbe fun that 
enlivens them. It is a worse condition than 
to be under an unlimited monarchy. The 
ruler of a kingdom will find his interest ia 
that of bis people. Such .authority as Ool. 
Gilbert has exercised haa no such restcaiqt. 
The pjroiperitv of the people of this St 
i < notbing to lnriB< "itis ebedieMe to the v 
of his superior is hiaooly interest. '49114 
military officers are in the position of the 
Persian Satrap or Roman Prefsct. They 
may tyrannize, oppress and enrich them- 
selves at the expense ef the provint^s, as 
their predecessors did, with the exception 
that there no tribunal, as at R^rme, to mak4 
them disgorge. It is a policy fatal to fraa- 
dom. fatal to the Union. 

We ars for no.torms with rebels, but we 
are opposed to following their example iu 
evil. Armed rebels must be resists|d with 
arms; but wo must not throw awaylih* 
sacred rights which our fathers so hardly 
won. If his Convention ha l been allowed 
to proceed, we expected to oppose their can- 
didates and resist their policy. Wa never 
had any doubt that they would be repudiated 
by the people. Tbe eontast was already de. 
eided beforehand, aad tbis'aot had noteVeit 
necessity to justify it. 

We hope this is the last time we shall 
ever have to record an aet of military usur- 
pation in this Stata. We hope that this 
policy, subversive of the interests of the- 
State and the Union, will receive prompt 
condemnation at tbe hands of tbe people 
and the authorities. We hope that CoL 
Gilbert and other officers will confine them- 
selves strictly to the exercise of their duties, 
aud not iooor the in^pntatipn that they are 
more danssroas to the righu and libertiea of 
their own people than to the armed enespy* 
Mistaken zeal, mistaken loyalty, may be as 
dangerous as rebelliou itself; and people who 
submit to a uniform destrnctioa of tbe laws, 
which lie at the fonndaiioQ of civil liberty, 
are ruined, and the evil falls with eq^al 
force upon tbe degraded civilian and ttx^ 
demoralised soldfer.

rule — are derived from the grants of tho 
.orown,or from whatever power, may, in the 
name of govemnaent, assume to make saeh 
grants. 

This theory, under our institntions, is ut- 
terly rejected. True repu blicanism does not 
merely ignore it, but expressly renounces it. 

The Constitution of Kentucky, for in- 
stance, defines, in general, but explicit termai 
the origin, nature and objects of political 
government. The origin is in the will of 
tbe people to be aflfected by it; the notoreof 
it is to be found in the mere form by which 
tbe people choose to have their will execu- 
ted; the tHiject is, simply, (though very com- 
preheodTe and vH^ly iapOTtant), the pro- 
tection of life, liberty and property. 

In monarcbieil Bjrotep" government, 
the theory is, that the rights of the people 
are derived as prants from the monarch; in 
other words that tbe people are subjects of 
the government and that the government is 
not tbe servant, bnt the master, of the peo- 
ple. Bat under our repab)ioao theory, it ia 
held, that the people are the soarea; of -all 
political power — that they institute all gov- 
emment by their own will and for their own 
good— and that they have the same right to 
alter, reform or abolish any government they 
may set op, as they hsd to create it at firat 
Such is clearly the meaning of the Constita- 
tion of Kentucky, and it but expresses the 
meaning of tbe provisioos of the Constitu- 
tions of other States. 

The Bill of Rights in the Constitution of 
Kentucky — what is that? Few,— at least 
too few— consider. OiT-hand readers, small 
politioiane, and petty lawyers, run over it 
and consider it nothing, simply because they 
see there no active, operative power, con- 
ferred ea the Stale gOTammaat. Tbia would 
he a great evil to the country, if tbe opin- 
ions of such men had any weight. But tbe 
Bill of Bights Is the fundamental portion of 
tbe Constitntion . It is true that it grants no 
operative powers to the State government; 
bat ft doea what is fisr more Important — it 
reserves, in express terms, to the people of 
the State, powers which they refuse to grant 
eren to the agancy they create In tho grants 
of power they do make. And in this Bill 
of Rights — Rights, which the people retain 
in their own hands — which they poss esse d 
before the existence of this or any govern- 
ment — which they declare to be inalienable, 
indefeasible and inviolable— BighU which 
they have never surrendered even to tbe 
government of their own creation — in this 
Bill of Rights, we say, tbe people expresslj 
except out of the powers of goverument 
which they do grant, and reserve to them- 
selved the power te alter, reform or abolish 
their government^ whene v er and however 
they please — !n other words, they assert 
what is commonly knpwn by the phrase — 
"tho rigbt of levolaUoo.** And who ean 
dispute that right? It is an inherent right 
of a frse people. It is a rigbt whioh they 
cannot grant away, a right which cannot be 
taken away, a rigbt which nobody can ques- 
tion or touch, — or as tbe Constitntion itself 
defines it, a right inalienable, inde/eaaiNe and 
inviolahte. - 

So much, for tbe present, on the element- 
ary character of our government. Bat a very 
erroneoiu opinion prevails, even in this re- 
pnblic, as to the nature of government. Let 
us examine this error for a moment. 

The government, nnder oar repnbHean 
institntiong, is not the master, but tho ger- 
vants, of tbe people. Loyalty to the gov- 
ernment is unqnestionably the duly of the 
people. Loyalty is obedience to tbe laws of 
the land, or in abstaining from their viola- 
tion. The laws of the land are thoee enaet- 
meots by the lagielative department which 
for the general good are framed in eonson- 
aaca with tbe constitution. A ststute, en- 
aeted in violation of the constitatioo, has 
been held by the Supreme Court — and as 
every man of sense would say — is void; and 
of eosuae no man ia gaUty of dialogrolty who 
disobeys or disregards it. Much less guilty 
is ho who disregards an order, command or 
edict, of any oflBeer, civil or mtlltaiy, oat- 
side of the legislative deportllieili, wbidl 
violates the organic law. 

This word, -'^vpenmien^,'* whieb we com- 
monly use to signify the collective political 
iostitations of our republic, is unhappily so 
uaed; and wo ought to abandon ita aso, be- 
cause it is subject to grievous abuse. Tbe 
very signifioation of the word "governrntent," 
sarries an idea Inconsistent with our insti- 
tutions. It is borrowed from old countries 
where the people, instead of being rulers, 
are ruled. Bnt in this country, the people 
rule, and the gevemment is their mere agent 
— aOd only their agent so far ss to execute 
their, not it$ wfll. The only govemToent 
which . a repubUoaa ..people can properly 
know, is eetf-govemment. That restraint 
which good sense, moral injncction, and 
proper respset for othen, laya on oveiy man 
of cane mind, is the grand law which ongbt 
to control all men. We ought to alMlish,Abe 
word "fovemmemt,- altogether, in JeeerlMag 
thapoliUeallaelitatioBBof oareeontiy. It

We have always regarded — as tbe people 
of Kentucky, whether. under^tho teachings 
of Clay or Jaoksos, did-i4he doctrine "^of 
secession, aa a political heresy. We never 
could see how any government could exist 
for any length, with a recognized rigbt of 
any of iU member* ^fl^P 
whether from caprice or reason. We have 
therefore no faith lathe permanency of any 
Confederacy which may grow ont of our pre- 
sent troubles. And we have as little faith 
— nay, leas, if possible — in the restoration of 
ihebid Uhloo, by meaaa of mlHtary eoer- 
cion. The very foundations of the Consti- 
tution itself wore built on the fraternity of 
tbe people; and without that, the whole 
fabric erected on it is but a structure built 
on drifting sand . Every stroke of the sword 
cuts away more ligaments that bind together 
the Stataa -and the people— eeparateaiind 
divides the cords of our union. Secession is 
a heresy. It is a Yankee Invention. The 
Yankees invented It In the time of old 
John Adams, as can be historically proved, 
(and they would take ont a patent right for 
the invention now, if any money could be 
made out of it); they threatened it in the. 
time of JpfTorson; they atterxpted to enforce 
it (and did partially) in the time of Madi- 
son; end now, many of them are only too 
glad that South Carolina pluck, in exercisinj; 
the unoonstltutiooal power, have given tbem 
a 'pretext for doing, what the Bepnbliean 
party was organized to do in 1856, as we re- 
ligiously believe, — forcing the abolition of sla- 
very, evei^ if it i^uuUieatreyei the Unum. For 
no man of intelligence and honor will now 
deny that a great party in tbe North, wield- 
ing a prevailing influence on Lincoln and his 
administration, do not wish or expect tbe 
reetoration of the Union, hot would rather 
see the Unioo destroyed forever, than that 
dava States should come back on equal 
terms into tbe noble goTcmment framed by 
our immortal fathers. 

SoMSaioo, we have alresdy said, we al- 
ways regarded a heresy. It has no justifi- 
cation, in our opinion, but that which rests 
on the admitted right of revolutfon— an in- 
i'.trent right of tho people, older, before, 
above the cocstitotion itself, a right they 
could not grant away, if they would, l>eiog 
inulienalle — a right which cannot be taken 
away from tbem, being indefeasable—* right 
which eannot ha qasationed or toaehed, be- 
ing inviolalle—M tbe constitntion expressly 
says. Bat it must be granted that the rigbt 
of revolotloa eomprahanda all mea aa appro- 
priate to the exercise of tbe power. 

But whatsball we say of Abolition? Se- 
cession, we grsDt, is an uncoostitational and 
violent procedure. Bat If seoession is bad, 
At>olition Is ten-fold worse. For thotrgb 
secession msy disunite seetiens, abolition 
destroys commanities. Secession might (by 
consent of parties) take place, without vio- 
lent convulsion; but abolition cannot possi- 
bly be eflRseted withoat the most deplorable 
evils to both the whito and black races. — 
We have not room hero to enter into this 
discussion, and only oonlent ourselves, for 
the present, with this mere indication of oar 
views; and we content ourselves the more 
willingly, because we think we foresee that 
the time is not far off, when our views will 
require no viodicatioo in the light of facts 
whidi« If not fally developed already, are 
rapidly gestatiog. 

Tbe future ia full of darknesa ai)4 uncer- 
tainty. No man can certainly teH what a 
day or an hour may bring forth; Bnt we 
think it may be safely assumed, (simply as 
a rational question for discussion) that tbe 
Union, fonnded on tbe voluntary assent and 
the fraternity of the people, can never be 
restored by military coercion. ^Y'th their 
voluntary consent abd cordial ficafartflty, QD 
tbe principles rf the Constitution, we sbould 
prefer its restoration, to any other result — 
But ean It be reHoredf 'l^s^iit' whfl^ Yan- 
kees (or others) persist in meddling with 
tbe institutions and rights of people and 
Sutes and communities oifik whom they 
have neither moral nor political jjiirisdiction. 
It is not in bumaa nati^re to submit to that; 
and he is no statesman, hat a fool or a mad 
man, who expects such submission, thoagfa 
Mr. Seward plainly says he does. 

Is the war, thaQt naver to efid? Yes. — 
How and wbanf It: will- end iby: tho ex- 
haustion of the Federal army and theFcder- 
al Treasury. Neither can be efliciently kept 
up beyond midsummer. That is plain to 
as, at least, if not to others. AV'bat then? 
may be asked. Ood knows — we don't.— 
But our present impression is, that if tbe 
Soathem Canfederacy is not recognized, a 
Confederacy of tbe Mississippi valley will 
be established, drawing to it by gravitation 
of interest and pleasara, all of the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coasts necessary for internal and 
external objects.
